New York World: In discussing President Wil- 
#0on’s recommendation for presidential primaries, 
the Times complains that: “The direct nomina- 
tion of presidential candidates, now urged by the 
President f, would be another change in 
the plan of the Government as formulated hy 
the wise men who made the Constitution. They 
had frankly in view the protection of the people 
against themselves, against the excesses and the 
wrong-headedness of temporary majorities.” 

Inasmuch as the plan for electing the President 
as formulated by the framers of the Constitution 
collapsed immediately, the objection raised by 
the Times 1s of no importance. The one conspicu- 
ous failure of the Constitution was the detached 
method of electing a President. The American 
people overthrew it at once, and the Electoral 


College became a passive instrument for the} 


recording .of the popular will. So far as the 
framers of the Constitution are concerned, the 
nomination of candidates for President at pri- 
maries is no more at variance with their plans 
than is the nomination of candidates for Presi- 
dent by national conventions. They contemplated 


. Mo nominations whatever, and no popviar voice in 


the selection of the President. 

There are constitutional obstacles in the way 
of presidential primaries, but these have no rela- 
tion to the issue raised by the Times. It is a 
Serious question whether Congress has power to 
create such nomination machinery or prescribe 
methods of nomination. Where can such author- 
ity be found among either the direct or implied 
powers delegated to Congress by the Constitu- 
tion? . 

Assuming, however, that they exist, the me- 
chanical obstacles seem almost ufsurmountable, 
and the cost of nominating a candidate for Presi- 
Gent promises to be hardly less than the cost uf 
electing a President. Indeed, it might be more, 
and a situation could easily be created in which 
the final arbiter of the nominating process would 
be neither the people, nor a convention, nor a 
political committee, but the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

The World has no admiration for a method of 
fominating presidents in which a Murphy can 
as a unit New York’s ninety votes in a 

mocratic National Convention; but we are not 
pompelled to choose between Murphy or a presi- 
Gential primary. If the American people desire 
@ better method of naming presidents, they have 
@niy to correct certain obvious evils in the exist- 

State primaries already enter into the selec- 
tion of practically all delegates to a national con- 
vention. It is not difficult to create by legis- 
lative enactment State preferential primaries in 
which the party voters of every State would have 
@ chance to register their first choice for Presi- 
Went. If no one candidate had a majority of 
the delegates bound by these preferential _pri- 
maries ‘the’ way “would still" rethain open for 
those methods of compromise by which national 
gonventions have some times proved wiser than 
the people themselves. 

With dt respect to a great and truly Demo- 
eratic ident, we shall continue to think that 
on the whole it is best to leave to the people 
themselves the method of nominating candidates 
for President without interference by Congress 
er any other Federal authority. The genius for

O. distinctly out of the ordimary and 
so important as one df.the very

that the fact of my having been too 
busy to write my review of it before 
returning to St. Louis does not in the 
least diminish. my duty of making: a 
feport on.its dramatic. value to the 
Post-Dispatch’s play-going readers, for 
whose informative benefit I was sent 
to see the more notable plays now on 
the metropolitan stage. 

This curious little comedy of life in 
a present-day Irish village, while not 
arousing the storm of angry Celtic pro- 
test that greeted. Synge's:: ‘Playboy: of 
the Western World,” and Which espe- 
clally marked the latter's presentations 
in this country, is. nevertheless not by 
any means relished: by * Irish-Ameri- 
cans of sustained .love for the island 
home of their ancestors. There is little 
cause for wonderment at this truth of 
racial indignation, in view-of the fact 
that the basis of the play's entire story 
is the alleged ability of the Irish, main- 
ly because of a rich imagination and = 
childlike vanity in meeting the expec- 
tation of alien vistors, to ll@ more read- 
ly, regourcefully and persistently than 
the peoplé of any other fationality un- 
der the sun. ae

Employes Seek to Make Fight 
for More Salary 4 
Political Issue. 


LEICESTER, England, Dec. 6.—The 
threatened strike at Christmas of the 
Government's 100,000 postal and telegraph 
emiployes will probably be averted, but 
the movement will only be postponed as 


today in “which 200 delegates, represent- 
ing 22,000 members of the postal organ- 
izations, participated. 

The delegates: adopted a resolution re- 
jecting the report of the Government 
commission. This favored a slight in- 
crease in the salaries of the employes. 
At the same time they pledged them- 
selves to push their original demand for 
a 16 per cent increase of wages through- 
out'the service, 

The strike’ proposal was debated at 
length and the meeting finally decided 
to leave the decision to a general vote of 
the members .of the organizations. 

Federation In Favored. 

A proposal that the postal organiza- 
tioris should unite with the miners, the 
railway men and the transport.workers, 
was discussed and met with much favor 
among the delegates.

’ There has been much. agitation among 
the postal esnployes for a general strike 
at Christmas, while the postal work is 
heaviest, and the action of the confer- 
ence makes necessary a. general vote of 
the employes on the strike question and 
it” fs doubtful whether a” strike can be 
organized in time to: become effective b; 
Christmas time. 

Ala to Unions Sought. 

The Postmaster-General, Herbert Sam- 
uel, in his last interview with the lead- 
ers of the postal employes’ ‘organiza- 
tions threatened that if there was a 
strike all the employes who quit their 
work would be permanently discharged, 
but the men hope to be able to.make a 
political issue out. of their demands ani 
to gain the support of the large trade 
unions. 

The Government fs making tentative 
arrangements to enlist ‘the services of 
military telegraphers to take the place 
of strikers,/in cage of need, as the 
French Government did in the great 
railroad strike in that country in Octo- 
ber,’ 1910.

Six little,)\philanthropists,

By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6-—The New 


York World and Post-Dispatch’s ex- 
posure of the “invisible government,” 
by the publication of Coi. Martin Mul- 
hall’s confessions of lobbying for the 
National Association of Manufacturers, 
is vindicated in the report which will be 
made to the House of Representatives 


by the Garrett investigation committee 
next Tuesday. 

The report, which was, completed to- 
day by the Democratic majority of the 
committ2e, contains the following tnd 
ings: 

1. Representative James T. Mc- 
Dermott, the union labor Democrat 
from Chicago Stock Yards District, 
was guilty of improper conduct as 
a public servant when he placed 
himself under financial obligations 
to persons opposing legislation 
pending in Congress. 

2. Former Representative James 
E. Watson of Indiana conducted 
himself with doubtful propriety 
when, capitalizing his influence 
with members of Congress, he un- 
dertook to lobby, though the tariff 
commission plan, for the manufac- 
turers’ assdciation. 

3. The National Association of Man- 
ufacturers merits the severest con- 
demnation for its lobbying. opera- 
tions, its efforts to control the action 
of the members of Congress by as- 
sistance or intimidation, and its ac- 
tivities in the realm of the “invisible 
governmient.”’ 

4. Not a scintilla of evidence war- 
rants the connection of the name of 
Representative Sherley of Kentucky 
with the orerations of the Manufac- 
turers’ As tion.

The report contains no definite recom- 


imendation of action by the House on 


the lobbying revelations. Although it 
is customary for investigating commit- 
tees to formulate such recommenda- 
tions, the Garrett body decided to evade 
this responsi”,ility. The Democratic ma- 
jority was confronted particularly witr 
the question of recommending the ex- 
pulsion, cénsure or exoneration of Mc- 
Dermott, a fellow Democrat; and side- 
stepped the embarrassment. 

The committee “passes the buck’ to 
the House. In order to perform this 
subtile operation most effectively, the 
committee will have the report, which 
is a voluminous document, read to the 
House wy the clerk, instead of ‘eing 
dropped into the document hopper, a» 
is customary.

Calls Report a “Whitewash.”

First Woman Lawyer Ill in ise 
Street House for Three 
Months. 


CAREER REMARKABLE ONE 


Served as U. S. Marshal and 
Gained Fame on Lecture 
Platform; Was 73.

Miss Phoebe W. Couzins, 
old, 
ington University, first woman lawyer 


in America, and United States Marshal 
in St. Louis in. the latter part of the 
first Cleveland administration, died at 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon in a room 
at 2722 Pine street, where she had lived 
in destitution for three months. 

A narrow cot, almost the only article 
of furniture in the room, was her 
deathbed. Save for the tenancy of the 
one bare room by Miss Couzins and her 
brother, John Couzins, 63 years old, 
who slept on the floor, the house has 
been unoccupied. 

A long illness, due in part to poverty, 
led to a sudden and acute attack at 
noon yesterday, when she asked her 
brother to call Dr. L. C. McElwee, for- 
merly her physician. After 2 o’clock, 
when it appeared that she was dying, 
neighbors sent for a Catholic priest and 
an Episcopal clergyman. The priest, 
who is the white pastor of a negro 
parish, arnived shortly after Miss 
Couzins died. 

Wanted to Go Back to Washington. 

Her last words, her brother said, were 
about .going to Washington, the scene 
of some of her former successes as a 
public speaker. 

“If I can get back to Washington, 
John,’ she told her brother, ‘‘and get 
to work again, things will be all right.” 

Oil lamps, borrowed from roomers in 
adjoining houses, were lighted in the 
room as the body lay on the cot, and 
by this light an undertaker prepared 
the body for removal to the Lynch & 
Tully establishment at 4229 Olive street. 
There, it was announced, it will be on 
view Monday morning to those who 
may wish to call. The funeral will be 
held Monday afternoon. 

The career which thus closed in 
obscurity and hardship was a re- 
markable one. She had established a 
reputation as a writer and speaker 
before 1871, when she won the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Laws: in Wash- 
ington University. Her father, John 
E. D. Couzins appointed United States 
Marshal in 1885, made her his deputy, 
and when he died six months before 
the expiration of his term, she was 
appointed to fill out the period. In 
this position, she was called in t>d 
enforce the Federal laws against 
“bootleggers’ and other lawbreakers,. 
and her administration of the office 
was a vigorous one. 

Wide attention was attracted by 
Miss Couzins’ unique official position, 
and she turned this distinction to 
good advantage on the lecture plat- 
form. She spoke in the temperance 
cause, but parted company with the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
and other forces when they took up 
the advocacy of prohibitory laws. She 
was also a pioneer in what was at 
first known as the “woman’s rights” 
movement, but she later became an 
anti-suffragist. 

She made anti-prohibition speeche 
in many states, and took part a7, 
state campaigns against prohibition 
amendments. In later years she 
made known the fact that she was 
financed, in these speeches, by st. 
Louis brewers. She declared that so 
long as he was in active control 9f 
his business, affairs, the late Adol- 
phus Busch provided for her, and 
that he. had promised to take care of 
her for the rest of her life. This 
statement has been denied by repre- 
sentatives of the Busch family. 

Campaigned for Bryan. 

Miss Couzins took an active part 
in the Bryan free silver campaign of 
1896 and was complimented on her 
fluent handling, in speeches, of jn- 
tricate questions of finance. gh> 
mentioned a few weeks ago the fact 
that she had been considered an ex- 
pert in financial matters, and pointed 
to the strange contrast between this 
fact and the financial destitution +o 
which she had come.

SECOND CRIME IN WEEK 


Coal Dealer of 2641 Chouteau 
Avenue Believed to Have 
Been Robbed. 


Another mysterious murder, the second 
within a week, committed by a blow 
which fractured the skull, last night 
| caused the death of Elis Ernst, 72 years 
old, a coal dealer of 2641 Chouteau ave- 
nue, 

Ernst left his home at 5 o'clock and 
went to the coalyerd which he conducts 
next door, at 26443 Chouteau avenue. Aft- 
er four hours had passed and he had 
not returned, his son, Walter, and 
daughter, Louisa, went to look for him 

They found his body lying in a se- 
cluded part of the coalyard. Dr. Benja- 
min Shanklin of 1415 South Jefferson 
avenue, wha was calléd, said he had 
been dead for more than an hour. 

Struck With Heavy Weapon. 

The skull was broken above the left 

ear with a deep fracture which the doc- 
tor said was due to a biow with «a 
heavy weapon, Dr. R. Emmett Owen 
of 2627 Chouteau avenue, who was also 
called, was of the same opinion. 
1 That the motive of the crime was rob- 
bery was believed by the police “*:om 
the fact that no money was found in 
his pockets, although, according to rel: 
atives, hé usually carried a considerable 
sum, 

The physicians dismissed the possibil- 
ity that Ernst might have been killed 
by a fall by declaring the wound to 
be so deep that it could have been 
caused only by a blow struck with 
strength. 


Paid Men Off on Saturday. 
It was Ernst’s custom to pay off his 


employes in the coalyard Saturday night. 
and he therefore had more than the usu- 
al amount of money in his possession. 
He paid them between 7 and 7:30 o'clock, 
according to his habit. The attack is 
believed to have occurred soon after- 
ward. 

The body, lying face downward, was 
found at the end of a driveway, about 
4) feet ‘from the front entrance to the 
coalyard. No weapon was found. 

Walter Ernst said that a gold watch, 
which his father alwajs carried, was 
missing. He did not- know how much 
money Ernst had after paving his two 
employes. men who had been with him 
for years, according to thé son, who 
were trusted fully,

Crow Wants a Clear Decree. 

Attorney Crow took the position 
that the decree of the court with ref- 
erence to the arbitrary, and all other 
points at issue, should be so clear, so 
specific and so definite in detail, that 
there could be no posible ground for 
future misunderstandings, contro- 
versy or litigation. He asserted that 
the form of decree proposed by the 
Terminal would lead certainly to fu- 
ture litigation, which would have 
to go again to the Supreme Court for 
final adjudication. His decree, he 
asserted, eliminated all possibility «f 
future controversies or litigation by 
clearly what the Terminal 
and the constituent railroads could do 
and could not do. 

The attorneys for the Terminal, on 
the other hand, contended that the 
court should not make a fixed ruling 
with respect to the arbitrary, but 
should leave the question open as one 
of rate making, to be determined »y 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
They called the court’s attention to 
the. fact that complaints involving 
the validity of the arbitrary already 
had been filed with the commission 
and were scheduled for hearing in st. 
Louis, Dec. 15. 

An important fact, not heretofore 
generally known, which was devel- 
oped by the argument, was that the 
Terminal Railroad Association makes 
a charge of 10 cents a ton for switch- 
ing and delivery in East S8t. Louis 
which the carrying railroad oses 
out of the 32-cent rate, while on ship- 
ments to St. Louis no part of the Ter. 
minal charge is borne by the railroad. 

It thus was disclosed that on all the 
coal handled in East St. Louis by the 
ao won Railroad Association the net 

evenue to the carrying road is only 
22 cents a ton, while on coal deliv. 
ered to the Terminal under exactly the 
same conditions for delivery to St. 
Louls the net revenue to the carrier is 
82 cents .a ton.

Prominent State “Speakers En- 
gaged; Bible Quoted by 
an Anti. 


MACON, Mo., Dec. 6.—The hottest 
local option campaign ever waged in 
North Missouri closed here tonight 
amid great enthusiasm. Both sides 
are claiming victory at the polls 
Monday.

LOSS $4,000,000 


Twenty-Five Negroes Reported 
to Have Lost Lives on One 
Plantation. 


By Associated Press. 

BRYAN, Tex., Dec. 6.—Ninety-one per- 
scons are believed to be dead and 
scores of others are reported to have 
lost their lives in the floods which 
have been sweeping the valleys of 
the Brazos and Trinity rivers in Cen- 
tral and South Central Texas since 
early in the week. 

The flood in the Brazos River now 
is concentrating at Navasota, at the 
junction of that stream and its trib- 
utary, the Little Brazos, On the Allen 
plantation near Navasota 12 negroes 
and one Mexican are said to have 
been drowned today. Twenty-five ne- 
Sroes ere reported to have lost their 
lives on the John Parker plantation 
on the main stream, near Welborn. 

Several prominent planters are 
missing in this vicinity. 

50 Marooned on Island. 

The Parker Plantation housed 100 
families. Their homes for a stretch 
of a mile have been swept away. How 
many persons were rescued is in 
doubt, but it is believed at least 25 
were drowned. Parker himself was 
last seen yesterday with John Gor- 
don, another well-known planter, on 
the roof of a barn floating down the 
stream. They frantically signaled for 
aid, but no boats were at hand to 
rescue them. 

Tonight 60 persons, whites and ne- 
groes, were marooned in a gin house 
on an island at Horse Shoe Bend, the 
most dangerous part of the river. At 
Kobe bridge, a hamlet, 300 refugees, 
mostly negroes, were sheltered in a 
gin house. High winds and waves 
prevented rescuers approaching their 


refuge. 

No other réports have been re- 
ceived at a late hour tonight from 
the Allén farm, where it was said the 
flood had claimed 12 lives. 

Three thousand persons have been 
driven to the upper floors of their 
homes by the rising waters or have 
been compelled to seek refuge in 
trees, where they remained for hours 
in some cases, for two days, before 
being rescued. Estimates of the 
damage generally center around 
$4,000,000. 

Waters Reach Gulf. 

One of the deepest overflows was 
in the Brazos bottoms of this section, 
where boatmen reported no houses 
visible when they made their final 
trips before dark this evening. The 
floods in both rivers tonight. were 
beginning to pass out into the gulf 
through the last hundred miles of 
their courses. In the remaining ter- 
ritory there are few important towns, 
but additional drownings in remote/ 
settlements are feared. 

A ‘number of towns which. had 
been isolated for two days reported. 
today, each telling of property loss 
over wide areas, but of few drown- 
ings. The Colorado River also is 
adding to the trouble of the Texas 
flood situation. At Alleyton, a 
small town on the lower Colorado, the 
water tonight was three feet deep 
over the highest elevation. Bay City, 
26 miles from the mouth of Colorado 
reported the water within 18 inches 
of the top of the protection levee. A 
break, it was said, would overflow 
@ large part of the town. 

Brazos Levee Breaks. 

The most serious situation was caused | 
by the breaking of the levee 80 miles 
in length on the Brazos, opposite Bryan. 
More than 1000 persons had refused to 
believe it would give way, and re- 
mained in their homes, which were sub- 
merged. Describing his experiences yes- 
terday and last night in a rescue boat 
in the overflow from this levee break, 
W.. W. Griggs of Houston said: 

“God knows how many persons were 
left in the bottoms. When we left 
last night we could hear cries and 
shouts in the darkness. They are all 
huddled together in cotton gins and high 
places. There were 180 persons in a 
gin house on one plantation.

PROTECTION POO 


Commissioner Inspects Dozen 
Lodging Houses in Business 
District. 


Building. Commissioner McKelvey yes- 
terday made an inspection of a dozen 
lodging and rooming houses in the busi-- 
ness district and found that in many 
cases the fire protection was inade- 
quate. Most of the houses were amply 
provided with fire escapes, but accord- 
ing to McKelvey they would be of lit- 
tle account in case of fire. He cited 
the recent Boston disaster, where a 
score Of lodgers were killed, as an ex- 
ample ot such danger. While the 
places are equipped with the fire pro. 
tection required by the ordinances, they 
are, McKelvey found. 
could find their way out in case of a 
fire, McKelveyfound. 

Rooms Poorly Arranged. 


The fire escapes are in place but 
the rooms, according to the Commis- 
sioner, are not so arranged that the 
guests could easily find their way to 
the cscapes. Commissioner McKel- 
vey, after spending all day visiting 
these cheaper lodging houses, said 
that within the next few days he 
would draft a bill which would make 
it compulsory for all lodging houses 
to have a main corridor on which all 
the rooms opened and at the end of 
which there should be a fire escape. 

He said that a catastrophe could hard- 
ly be averted, in case of a night fire, 
with the present building plans. In 
many places which he visited, Mchelvey 
said, if guests came out of their rooms 
with the halls filled with smoke, they 
would find great difficulty in locating 
exits. 

Civic League Offers Legislation. 

The Civic League, as a result of 
the Boston lodging house fire, has 
taken up the agitation for the safe- 
guarding and cleaning up of cheap 
lodging houses, and tomorrow will 
distribute pamphlets revealing con- 
ditions existing in St. Louis and of- 
fering a form of legislation to cor- 
rect them. 

Enactment of the proposed legis- 
lation, the Civic League contends, 
will complete for the present time 
all the housing legislation necessary 
to give St. Louis decently sanitary 
and safe housing conditions. 

The report has been published as a 
basis of an ordinance drafted by Hol: 
Roudebush, attorney for the Civic 
League, and will be submitted to the 
Board of Health Thursday. Speakers 
will be sent out by the Civic League to 
address organizations on the cheap icdg- 
ing house. 

The investigation was started in 1909 
by the Lodging House Committee of the 
Society for the Relief and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis.. An investigator visited 
more than 180. ledging and rooming 
houses. 

Overcrowding Bix Evil. 

The most serious evil in the lodging 
house is the unhealthful and unsani- 
tary conditions which make for the 
spread of disease, the report states. The 
chief factor in these conditions is over- 
crowding. In 100 lodging houses stud- 
ied, which ranged in capacity from 10 
to 300, there were accommodations for 
6478 persons. The worst conditions were 
found in the larger houses. Overcrowd- 
ing was worst on the upper floors, 
where danger from fire is greatest. 

Of 8 buildings these stories and more 
in height, only 53 in 1910 had fire es- 
capes as required by law. Many of the 
houses had taken the precaution to equip 
the third and upper floors with rope fire 
escapes at ome or more windows. In 
scme, every front window was supplied 
with ropes, and in at least 17 houses 
nv other provision whatever was made. 
Fifteen of the 8% were without even rope 
fire escapes. This condition, in 1913, is 
reported as somewhat better, but the 
Civic League says the fire escape law 
is by no means well enforced, as it ap- 
plies to lodging houses. 


$6000 SUIT FOR BRAINS 
REMOVED AT AUTOPSY 


Parents of Child Charge Doctor 
With Error Which Caused 


Them Suffering. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 6.—Dr. H. 
E. Robertson of the medical faculty of 
the University of Minnesota, was made 
defendant in a $6000 damage suit filed in 
District Court late today by Anriony 
and Pearl Sorenson, as the result of 
an autopsy held on the body of their 
child last March. 

The Sorensons charge that after per- 
forming the autopsy Dr. Robertson 
failed to return the brain of the child, 
which he had removed. They ask $1000 
as a reasonable value of the brain and 
$6000 for the suffering and humiliation 
caused to the parents because of the 
mutilation of the body and the fact 
that they were forced to bury it with- 
out the brain.

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Wheat prices were irregular and 
quiet the past week. Outside trade 
was small and professionals made the 


market. Actual price-making news 
was at w= premium. 

Reports from the winter wheat belt 
were conflicting. The mild weather 
has caused talk of forced growth and 
chances of bug damage in the spring, 
as conditions have been favorable for 
the development of insect life. 

The t e also is watching the 
weather map closely, as a sudden 
freeez over the growing belt without 
snow covering, as at present, might 
cause severe damage over a wide

y of course damage reports at this 


season of the year are to be belittled 
by traders, as the position’of wheat 
in December is seldom a good ba- 
rometer of conditions in the spring 
or at harvest. 

There has seldonr been a year, how- 
ever, when warm weather has pre- 
vailed in the fall as at present, that 
the wheat crop has not depreciated 
severely from its early promise. It 
has been noticeable that under simi- 
lar conditions insects have materially 
lowered the crop. There has been 
much good buying of the July futures 
on this account. 

Market Is Stronger. 

Aside from the crop outlook, the 
market seems to be working into a 
stronger position, as far as the do- 
mestic outiook is concerned;

en off to a potnt that has surprised 
even the bulls, and have proved con- 
clusively that the tariff bill caused 
farmers to sell their supplies freely 
for fear of competition with Canadian 
grain, and that this cleaned up North- 
western stocks as they have not been 
cleaned up in years. 

The movemetn in the winter wheat 
belt also is showing signs of a con- 
siderable shortage in the late season, 
and during the week there were re- 
ports that farmers in Western Mis- 
souri were buying wheat for feeding

There were also reports from the 
same section that insects were de- 
veloping in that territory, especially 
Hessian fly, and that unless cold 
weather came soon the wheat plant 
would be stooling at this early sea- 
son, and ff caught by a sudden freeze 
would be irre ably damaged, 

The domestic . visible supply of 
wheat continues in excess of last 
year, but indications are that in the 
near future stocks will be ‘below 
those of a year ago. 

If the neaeipts continue as light as 
at present, this situation may develop 
in a very few weeks, which would be 
a big card in the bulls’ favor. . 

Foreign supplies are large, but not 
excepsive, and once the Argentina 
early movement has been cleared up 
there will be an opportunity for an 
advante in wheat. 

Best posted traders say that the 
point to buy wheat for a long pull 
will be in January, when the fiush 
movement from Argentina helps the 
bear side of the market.

Pierce Established Precedent. 
President Franklin Pierce gave 

when he declared in his message to Con- 
gress on May 15, 1856: 

It is the established policy of the 
United States to recognize govern- 
ments without question of their 
source of organization or of the 
means by which the governing per- 
sons attain their power, provided 
there be a government de ‘facto ac- 
cepted by the people of the country. 

* * © It is the more imperatively 
necessary to apply this rule to the 
Spanish-American peoples in consid- 
eration of the frequent and not sel- 
dom anomalous changes of organiza- 
tion or administration which they 
undergo and the revolutionary char- 
acter of most of the changes. 
Whether or not President Huerta 
would have been able to restore or- 
der throughout Mexico if he had pos- 
sessed the means of which he was de- 
prived by President Wilson’s refusal 
to accord with the action of other na- 
tions and with what President Pierce 
pronounced “the established policy of 
the United States” is a matter of con- 
jecture. That it would- have béen the 
part of wisdom to give him a chance 
to try is, we believe, in the light of 
subsequent events, the consensus of 
epinion in our own country at the pres- 
ent time. . 
Extrication Is Difficult \ 
To the second question we suspect the 
correct answer would be that the Presi- 
dent’s predicament is one from which 
satisfactory extrication is at the least 
afficult.

Wk FOOD FAMINE 


Police Direct Distribution of 
Supplies Sent to Residences 
by 100 Merchants. 


By Associated Press, 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 6.—Hundreds 
of men tonight made desperate efforts 
to prevent a-serious coal and provi- 
sion famine in’ Denver threatened as 
one of the results of the snow block- 
ade that tied up all sorts of traffic 
for more than three days. 

Deliverymen carrying their loads of 
meat, milk and staple groceries walked 
for miles through the snow to the resi- 
dence section of the city and gave suc- 
cor to families whose larders had _ be- 
come depleted during the last three 
days. Coal deliveries were made to the 
downtown office and hotel buildings 
and business resumed a more norma! 
aspect. 

Street cars were manned for a short 
distance on one line, and men and some 
women returned to their: homes for th>2 
first time since the storm began. The 
police took charge of traffic early this 
morning and throughout the day mar- 
shaled the provision wagons through the 


lanes Which had been cut through the 


snow. 

Reports from the State tonight ind)- 
cate that Cripple Creek, high in the 
mountains, is in a critical condition due 
to the blizzard. The power plant has 
been destroyed by fire and the town ‘8 
in darkness except for light from car- 
dies and coal oil lamps. Fifteen feet of 
snow covers the district. Six business 
houses were practically destroyed by the 
wind and scores of dwellings and other 
business houses were damaged. 

A train on the Colorado Springs, <“'rip- 
ple Creek and Florence Railroad, the 
“Short Line,’’ which left Cripple Creek 
Thursday, is still snowbound at Summit, 
ohe of the highest points in the travers- 
able section of the Rocky Mountains. A 
relief party left Colorado Springs to- 
day on snow shoes and skis, carrving 
provisions and it is hoped that they will 
be able to reach the train and get 
enough food to the crew and passen- 
gers to maintain life until they can be 
rescucd. 

Reports of mi issing men were received 
in Colorado Springs from mountain 
points, and rescue parties, led by Unit- 
ed States forest rangers, immediately 
set out in search of the missing. 

Railroad traffic in the State was much 
better, and by tomorrow it is believed 
schedules will become much nearer nor- 
mal for trains in all directions.

‘ais is called the Temple of Surerwomen, and is conducted at. 
Bryn Mawr College, in Pennsylvania. . 
The pupils, in their Eskimo suits of wool blanketing, are not 
sick, but are-in the prime of youthful health. It was argued that if 
fresh air and out-of-door life is good for ill children, fhey should 
be even more beneficial for those who are well. So the students 
not only play and romp in the open air, but also, well fortified with 
warm garments, gloves and shoes, recite their lessons in a pavilion 
of which the glass panes, even on cold days, are flung open. - , 
- The new departure, the formal name of which _is the Phebe 
Anna Thorpe Open Air ‘Model School, was founded upon a bequest~ 
of the late Phebe Anna Thorpe, an enthusiast over open air educa- 
tion. Several years have gone to the planning of the school, and 
its Japanese’ Pavilion, a picture of which is given on this page, was 
opened to pupils only a few days ago,~and the first class, of 15

full meal two hours later. At 1:30 o’ciock the childven, vearied by 
their strenuous morning exercises and classes, are permitted to 
‘enjoy a half hour’s siesta on the porch of Dolgelly Hall, where 
each makes up her own cot, rolis ap her bianket, and goes to sleep.

do excellently under almost any chief with the same 
purposes.

- how to convince people of the fact. 


For the reasons I have already given in my chapter 
on the governorship of New York, the Republican party, 
which in the days of Abraham Lincoln was founded as 
the radical progressive party ofthe nation, had been 


obliged during the last decade of the nineteenth century 
’ to uphold the interests of popular government against a 


foolish and ill-judged mock radicalism. It remained the 
nationalist as against the particularist or state’s rights 
party, and in so far it remained absolutely sound; for 


little permanent good can be done by any party which 


worships the statée’s rights fetish or which fails to re- 
gard the state, li-e the county or the municipality, as 
merely a convenient unit ‘for local. self-government, 
while in all national matters of importance to the whole 
people, the nation is to be supreme over state, county 
and town alike. 

But the state’s rights fetish, although still effectively
